We believe in regard to Dr. Peter's reix)rte<l 
s{x;cinien of soil from o;)7)o^ite Keokuk, that it was a 
fair specimen of soil, from Hancock co., 111., lie- 
cause we know, first, that he had no motive for de- 
ception: xeomi!, tliat he would not deceive if he had; 
and thn-'l. because he know? as well as any man 
living, how to select a samjile of soil, and to 
analyze it. 

We believe the State of Illinois has been enga- 
ged for four or five years, at an expense of ?:30,0<X) 
or $40,000, in obtaining just such information as is 
wanted to throw light upon the value of her soils.

iS"The admirers of Bulwer (and they are a glo- 
rious host) will be delighted to hear that be has a 
new novd ready fcr the press. It will be published 
serially in Blackwood, and dmnltaaooady in this 
country in Harper's Weekly. 

Bulwer's last novel was tuiiversally pronounced 
his best, and there is every reason to expect that the 
oomiagone will surpass even that, masterly and bril- 
Uaat ps it is. Unlike Dickent>, whose Little Dorrit 
wa are sorry to say is but a very weak decoction of 
the exquisite genius of its author, Bulwer grows 
stronger and richer with age. This is probably 
owing to the fact that he is a student as well as an 
author while Dickens is a mere literary worker. 
Bulwer has struck the share of culture deep into the 
mould of his genius, and the augmented wealth of 
the harvest gives token that the soil is exhaust- 
less. 

There cannot be a greater or more fatal mistake 
in people of genius than to rest content with the 
si)ontaneous growth of their powers; and the more 
marvellous the genius the more lameiiiable the error. 
It is as though a g.irdener, smitten with the tall 
weeds and delicate nati\ e llowers of his ground, 
should idly g.ither them year after year, instead of 
piercin;^ the fertile dejiths of his t^oil, and rearing 
from it plants of a higher and more Lieautiful order. 
Yet striking and deplorable as the error is, it is by 
no means uncommon. It is hardly too much, indeed, 
to say that scores of minds annually give out, self- 
exhausted, and are never heard of again, that, with 
patient and thorough culture, or with some of those 
harrowing life-experiences that too often dispense 
with the necessity of vdnntaiy diadpline, might 
have borne fruits which the world would have gath- 
ered eagerly in its bosom. 

Thought, deep, clear, manifold thought, is the life 
of genius, and cannot be eschewed without stifling 
if not extinguishing the divine essence. AVhy is it 
that so many men who burst suddenly upon the 
pnUic eye in a blaze of power, as suddenly vanish < 
aad ^ipear no more? Why do such multitudes of 
women who come forth and shine for a moment like 
sters in the firmament of letters, dioot away into 
forgetfulness without the world's even missing them? 
Why, unless l>ecause they recdl from profoimd and 
earnest thought, and thus swiftly consume them- 
aelves in the flame of their own genius? We affec- 
tionately beg all the men and women of genius 
whom we care anything about or who care anything 
aliout us to lay this humble suggestion to heart.

The Latk Mormon Outrages.— The telegraph 
alluded a few days ago to recent outrages which had 
been committed m Utah. A letter in the New 
York Hmes Monday, from Salt Laise, ghrea tha 

following circumstantial account. The ranor of 
the flight of Brigham Young is net gUKially cred- 
ited in Washii^toa: 

The U. 8. District Court for Utah commenced its 

session on Monday, tlie 9th of February. .Tudge 
Stiles, a secediug Mormon, occuiiviiig the i.ench. 
The I). S. District Attorney is Hosea Stout, an ap- 
pointee, of course, of the government at Washing- 
ton, and a noted member of the Danite Band. 
Upon the opening of the court he rose and stated 
that no Grand Jury would be empanneled, as tiiere 
were no cases to be presented worthy of its notice! 
Thus, by one stroke of masterly jwlicy, adminis- 
tered by an otHcer of the law and in the name of its 
majesty, were covered up a long catalogue of hein- 
ous oifaioes, including murders, robberies, and 
arsons, which had been committed since the last 
preceding term of the court. A Petit Jur>' was 
tlien summoned and ?worn, but every inuiginable 
im](edinient that could be tlirown in their way to 
obstruct the current of justice when running coun- 
ter to the edicts of the Priesthood, w as availed of. 
All the members of the bar are Mormons, except 
Mr. David H. Burr, United States Surveyor Gene- 
ral, and Dr. Hurt, an officer of the United States 
Indian Depart nient. These gentlemen were admit- 
ted by Chi' 1 .Justice Kinney about a year ago in 
order to attend to some controversies connected with 
their official positions and to an important ease that 
was then tried and which involved a large amount 
of property Ijelonginp to a citizen wlio was not a 
Mormon.

Judge 
Stiles yielded, dismissed the jury and adjourned the 
Court, directing the crit r to adjourn it !.tm dif. The 
crier accordingly announced the Court adjourned 
fine die, but also stated that it would meet the next 
day for the purpose at transacting any iMiiBMS that 
might be brou^t before it. 

The Jud{iP, at the bidding of the Danites. notified 
the U. S. Marshal, Mr. Dodson. that after that day 
his presence would not be r>;quired in the court — 
that as territorial busine.ss was to be transacted, the 
territorial marshal would, with such balid's and otfi 
cers as he mi^ht appoint to assist him, be considered 
the officers of the court, and that an accotmt of the 
exf)enses of the court would be kept by the territo- 
rial mar.shal, and rendered to the United States mar- 
shal for [Niyment. The Mormons feared that t)\t 
United States marshal — ^who is a "(ientile" — would 
interfere with the oMcutiOB of their plans, and there 
fore adopted this method of getting rid of him, and 
suhstitutinjr the Mormon territorial marshal in his 
jilrtce. Jiidi;e !?tiles, on l)eing asked l>y a (lentile, 
directly after the adjournment of the court, wheth- 
er it was pos.sible that he could imagine his proceed- 
ings and decisions correct and just, frankly acknowl- 
edged that he knew they were ncother, and added; 
"\ou understand my posWoa wUi tUs peopk. / 
cannot do otherwise.^'' 

Judge Stiles reojjened the court the next day, the 
13th of February, in pursuance of the notice given, 
and proceeded to business. The Territorial Marshal, 
Alexander McKay, occupied the proper station of 
the United States Marshal, thus giving the court an 
entirely M.- riiiiin asjiect, with Mr. Burr as tlie only 
(Jeiitile witliiu ihu I'ar. The journal of the j.rece- 
dicg day was then read. Finding that it recorded 
the conit aa Mtfsiuwed "until to-norrow," Mr. Bnrr 
asked if the reend was correct. Judge Stiles re- 
plied that the crier had irisunderstood his order, 
and that, in>tead of adjourning the court nine die, he 
should have adjourned it until the ne.xt morning — 
that he had adjourned the court "«<ne die" only as 
related to United States business, and that it was 
still in session on Territoriol business, lb.' a No re- 
marked, that, as the Legislature was a en- it u re of 
the same power as that which created the i uurt. they 
were coordinate; and that in all the cases to he tried 
liefore hias he should be governed by the laws of the 
Territoiy in preference to all othiers, and that he 
would liave reoonise toother laws only when the en- 
actments of the Territorial L^slature could not be 
made to ajijily to the case. 

Mr. ISurr tlien a?ked him if he understooil him to 
say that he would be guided by the laws of the Ter- 
ritory in preferenoa l» th» lows of the United Sutes. 
Before any reply oonld be made, an attorney named 
Ferguson jumped up and coninienced a most foul 
and al)Usive attack upon Mr. Hurr. exhausting e . en 
the stock of Mormon billing- sgate in his malignant 
tirade. Ue then turned to the Jud^, and told him 
if he dared to decide against their uws he could sit 
on that bench no lunger, and that the court-room 
would be cleared "d—d quickl " The Di.-trii t At- 
torney followed in a violent harangue, in wliicli he 
accused Mr. Burr of trying to set aside the Mormon

High Price for a>- Old Book. — Quite a 
spirited bidding took place among antiquarians at 
one of the Philadelphia auction stores last m eek for 
an old book entitled 

"Extracts from the votes and proceedings of the 
American Continental Congress, held at Philadel- 
phia, on the 6th of September, 1774, containing the 
Bill of Rights, a list of grievances, occasional re- 
aalTMttbe association, an address to the peo^e of 
Great Britain, and a memorial to the iafaautants of 
the British American Colonies, pabiishedlnr order of 
Congress, Philadelphia: i<rinted by Wm. « Thomas 
Bradford, October 27th, 1774." 

It was a small duodecimo and seemingly worth 
about twenty-five cents. Its value, intnu-icallv 
however, was much heightened by a nunilH;r of verv 
valuable autograph signatures' of distinguished 
Amrrf^°» of Bevolutionarj' memorj* (forty-nine 
in aO), aasoBg wliich are General Washington, Pey- 
ton 'BaadolpD, Samuel Adams, John A&ms, Ste- 
phen Hopkins, Roger Sherman, Thomas JlcKean, 
and Richard Henry Lf>e. i he bidding tommeuce(i 
at twenty dollars, after which the bids went on at 
five dollars each, until finally the pfodoos Tolume 
was knoctod down at the modest fign* or tno. 

To DHm Awag Jtate.— Some years since a cor- 
respondent of llie Boston Cultivator recommended 
potash fbr this purpose. The rats troubled him 
very much, having entered through the chamber 
floor. They appeared in great numl>ers and were 
Tciy tronblesome, so that he felt Jostified in resort- 
ing to ezteene measures to effect their expulsion 
from his premises.

The room was filled at the time with armed riillians. 

As soon 
as Mr. Burr and Mr. T. S. Williams got up to reply, 
the Territorial Marshal ordered them peremptorily 
to stop; and immediately the whole anmence sprang 
to th( ir feet, and the Danite murderers, who filled 
the court, threw oi}' their coats, braudi-heJ their 
knives and revolvers, and created so great confusion 
that the Judge was obliged to adjourn the coui t at 
once. 

The next morning, which was {Saturday, the 
court oi»ened amid intense excitement. The' whole 
Monnon populace were armed, and had been in- 
fianied to such a degree by the incendiary speeches 
of Ferguson, Stout, and others that the' least pre- 
tence would have been availed of to massacre everv 
Gentile in the {dace. The names of Messrs. Burr 
and Williams were stricken fnmi the list of attor- 
neys, and the court immediately adjourned fine die. 
Thus closed the last term of the Cnitcd Si:itc> Court 
that can ever be held in this Territory until the Gov- 
ernment establishes its supremacy bva vi^ropnis ex- 
ertion of physical force. What a disgrac-eful spec- 
tacle is here presented to the world! A judge, bear- 
ing the sacred ermine, laid upon his shoulders bv 
the Government of the United States, in well-found- 
ed fear for his life is compelled to yield to tlie will 
of a frenzied and blood-thirsty rabble; a United 
States Court is dissolved and diapered by a mob of 
armed desperadoes; an immense territory is left de- 
fenceless, lawless, and subject to the caprices at a 
cruel and vindictive tyrant; and American citizens 
in the very heart of their own count r}', are left as 
entirely unprotected as though in the jwwer of sav- 
age tribes, and in houriy danger of being massacred. 

There can l)e no doubt that Fergusson, Stout, and 
their Danitejbulliee were prompted to the conduct 
thus related l>y Urighain ^ oung— for when Jiid-e 
Stiles went to the latter as Governor, and asked 
him if he would sustain him in the e.xecution of his 
duties and the enforcement of the laws, he replied 
that bewMildnot interfere, and would "hold the 
boys back no longer, " but was going to let them 
have their own way, for the court had given him 
too much trouble alreadv. Sullen threats of bliKKly 
vengeance against the United States Survevor Gen- 
eral and the Indian AgenU (Messrs. Burr andlHurt) 
■re heard all over the city. In one of the waid 
meetings last night it waa psvpoeed by the notorious 
Ferguson to seize the former and ride him on a rail, 
until he should be permaasntiy maimed in a painful 
and humiliating manner.

Accordingly, on Friday afternoon, they introduced 
very decided Garrisonian abolition resuntions into 
their conference. They led to an exciting d>!hate, 
and were referred to a special committee, to be re- 
ported back S'lturday. They were reported back 
and adopted. They declare in effect, we under- 
stand, that the Constitution of the United States is 
a foilure, and the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the "Dred Scott case'' a humbug and of no binding 
fore el 

Rev. Mr. Elliot, of the Church of the Messiah, St. 
Louis, opposed the resolutions, as uncalled for, im- 
proper, dictatorial, and schismatic. His speech was 
a cool, dispassionate, and able protest against the 
re.solutions, in an ecclesiastic and religious view. 
Judge Treat, of this city, followed in an aide and ve- 
hement sf)eech, in which he denounced the resolu- 
tions as treasonable and calculated to inaugurate an 
era of anarchy and all concomitant excesses and 
vices of social and poli t ical revolutions. 

Hon. Robert Smith, of Illinois, also took p^irt in 
the debate, and turned a p<jwerful battery on tiie 
Garrisoniaus. He advised them, instead of "shriek- 
ing" in the North, where men are supposed to be 
sound on free Sutc priadnles, toga to nw Somtkand 
evangelize sinful slaTehoIders into Unitarian " fr ee - 
dom-shriekers." 

But the edict could not l>e stayed liev. Mr. El- 
liot, and the Unitarian delegation from St. Louis, 
linding that this was so, ro.?e. one alter another, and 
formally dissolved the connection with tlwOMifer- 
ence.and withdrew and returned home.

.■othing to the stain upon the good name of the city 
giv«noB that iu;:ht. Better had lives I icen lost in 
a lawful cau.se, and in a lawful way, than the law 
itaelf had been so trampled under foot, not liv our 
citbaM seeking; ven:r<:anre real or supposed, done to 
CkHiiB Louisville, liut hy tlie county i)e<)ple seeking 
WMMMMe against county slaves for violence douc 
1^ Okaat ia a ooonty aeighborfaood; slaves too that 
had been in the hands of the injured friends of those 
they had slain; slaves who by those friends were 
surrendered to due course of law. The liw had its 
due course on thein, and l>v it the wretched negroes 
were acquitted. Those friends then changed their 
minds and forced the slaves from the law and its 

* verdict to their vengeance and its bloody sentence. 

' To do thi^ the s^-mpathies of our citizens were ex- 
cited, and they enlisted in rel)€llion a;?ainst the law 
and the few faithful officers their authority bad ap- 
pointed to guard and protect it. I am sure that had 
oar people reflected upon the taetk as they existed 
tkM, and the ml nature of the tout confided to 
their aty authorities, as they doubtless do now, they

Let your resolutions look into all 
the departments of your government, require honest 
ol)edience then-, and \ ou will lind as the law rights 
uji in the minds of its olRcers and teachers, it will 
recover its erect position in the minds of the people.
